The report that there would likely be 
a special tax levied with which to meet 
some of the special appropriations, is 
without foundation. Treasury matters 
are not at all complicated by the heavy 
appropriations of last winter. Treasurer 
HarBhaw has been called upon for an 
opinion on the subject, and in substance 
this is what he said: 
There is at present an inadequacy of 
funds to satisfy such appropriations and 
at the same time provide for current ex­ 
penses. He is by law required to meet 
the latter. This condition is due to the 
fact that the legislature specified no other 
time for the payment cf all special appro­ 
priations which aggregate about $1386.000 
than the present and the other fact that 
the monies which will be obtained at the 
next semi-annual payment of railroad, 
telegraph and telephone license fees ate 
not yet available, such payment not oc­ 
curring until Aug. IO. 
At that time 
about $150,000 will be received when all 
appropriations will be paid. There were 
large special appropriations st the ses­ 
sion two years ago, but the $200,000 ap­ 
propriated for science hall was only re­ 
quired monthly as the work progressed, 
with an additional $50,000 equipments 
was not required until a year later. Had 
the appropriations then all fallen due at 
the same time, it is more than probable 
that the same condition would have fol­ 
lowed. 
The treasurer says that time is 
only necessary for the payment of all ap­ 
propriations, and that there will be no 
occasion whatever for a special tax. 
When asked if there 
was 
money 
enough in the treasury to pay what iB 
known as the current expenses of the 
state government, Mr. Harshaw said that 
there was more than tnoufcb, and further, 
'‘In fact if the legislature bed made about 
$125,000 of the special appropriations 
payable after August first, there would 
never have been sw ord 6aid. I con­ 
sulted U. S. Pmney, Charlie Felker and 
the attorney ^general, and was advised 
*hat the current expenses of the state 
government must be paid first; that if I 
did not see that this was dote and paid 
any of the special appropriations it would 
amount 
in fact to a 
misappropria­ 
tion of the state funds in my keeping and 
'that my bondsmen could be made to re­ 
place every cent thus paid. I could 
not be paying special appropriations and 
let the hospitals for the insane, deaf and 
dumb school, school for the blind and 
other state institutions go without the 
money needed to maintain them .” 
Hie public will understand that this 
question of nonpayments of the special 
appropriations came out of the managers 
of the state soldier’s home at Waupaca 
to draw their $50,000 in one lump. They 
probably wanted to do this to help a 
local bank. The treasurer refused to 
satisfy the greed of the managers of the 
soldier’s home, in which he was wise, for 
they did not need more than $15,000 for 
the present year.

L o n d o n, May 24.—Mr. Gladstone was 
present at tho session of the Parnell com­ 
mission to-day. 
The cross-examination of 
Mr. 
William O'Brien was continued by 
Attorney-General Webster. 
Mr. O’Brien 
declared that United Ireland, his paper, 
worked 
according 
to 
constitutional 
methods 
and advocated 
nothing but 
peaceful means to attain the end sought 
by tho Irish Parliamentary party. 
He 
admitted writing an article which had 
been printed in United Ireland in which 
it was stated that ‘‘QueenVictoria was only 
known in Ireland by her scarcely decently 
disguised hatred of Ireland and by her 
inordinate 
salary.” 
He also admitted 
having written another article declaring 
that Earl Spencer would bo the last strong 
Englishman who would attempt to rule 
Ireland by barbarism, paid perjury,butch­ 
ery, and tho use of the sacred rope. 
The witness admitted the authorship, 
also, of an article declaring that the chair­ 
man of the committee selected to receive 
the Princo of Wales on the occasion of his 
visit to Ireland would be hunted from pub­ 
lic life. 
At this point Mr. O'Brien became ex­ 
cited and vehemently exclaimed: 
“He 
has been, and rather than to allow English­ 
men to be deceived by a show of sham 
loyalty, I am resolved to tell them tho 
truth.”

Chief Deputy Coroner Eckhardt will 
hold tho inquest. 
Tho jurors chosen bv 
him are: 
ll. S. Twitched, Justice Killian, 
J. IT. Vaz Duzon, II. A. 
Hangen, Victor 
U. Sutler, and Randolph Seifert. 
After 
viewing the body tho inquest was ad­ 
journed to Tuesday at IO a rn. 
The postm ortem examination of tho re­ 
mains began at 2:45 o’clock. 
It was con­ 
ducted by County Physician Todd, Dr. F. 
Porter, city physician of Lako View, 
and Dr. L. L. Gregory. 
Tho doctors wore occupied in making it 
until 5 o’clock. They examined the broken 
finger, tho tooth, and othor marks of iden­ 
tification, and made a record of their ob­ 
servations.

a mighty antagonist of tin I^ind League 
official, what could bo easier than to havo 
it appear that tho latter was response Ie? 
This phase of the mystery will not escape 
attention, I assure you, and to Irishm m 
who bitterly remember Pigott and Le 
Caron and hundreds of 
lesser demons 
working systematically for years, the idea 
is no mere idlo theory. 
“ A check to tho Parnellites now would 
lie worth hoavon itself to tho Tories. Their 
London Times case is daily nearing an ig­ 
nominious end, and closely following comes 
the great congress of Irish-Americans at 
Philadelphia, where thousands upon thous­ 
ands of dollars, it has been expected, would 
be subscribed for Parnell.

Peoplo who are investigating and dis­ 
cussing tho problem of Cronin’s death are 
not dealing with those thing-' - Inch are 
intimately connected with his disappear­ 
ance.

They are taking facts, conditions, 
and theories prior to his disapi>earanre. 
They point to tho accepted facts that Dr. 
Cronin and his friends anticipated that ho 
would be kilted. 
The apprehension was 
induced because ho had been engaged for 
years in a

Ho was reinstated i i the Clan-nft-Gael. 
Tho charge of treason was wiped out. 
Ho 
resumed his relentless pursuit of Sullivan 
with an ardor intensified by tho bitterness 
of his experience. 
By an accident of 
business tho Traders’ bank of Chicago 
failed. 
It was at this bank that Mr. Sulli­ 
van did business. 
The book^ fell into tho 
hands of a bailiff named Mortimer Soudan. 
He found, it is said, that, or at about the 
time Sullivan was accused of having ap­ 
propriated tho Irish funds, ho had de­ 
posited $82,OOO to his personal credit. 
This is Crofiin’s story. 
Tho murdered 
m an’s friends now hold out an intimation 
that Cronih had acquired other proofs 
against Sullivan. 
AU of thoso proofs ho 
had promised to submit to a meeting of tho 
Irish National league to take place at 
Philadelphia in June. 
A trial is now in progress Jin Lon ii n 
which has for it3 objoct tho connection of 
Par;.ell with tho Irish secrot or assassina­ 
tion societies. 
Thero is no prospect th at 
it will succeed. 
There is rumor that some 
of the friends of Mr. Sullivan say that this 
$82,000 was paid to Parnell for uso in 
those societies. 
They say th at this bein ' 
tho fact, the trial being in progress, Mr. 
Sullivan cannot disclose what ho did with 
this money. 
It would, they say, supply 
the British Government with tho missing 
link of evidence. 
Amcng the rum ors is 0 .0 to this offect: 
When Le Caron was testifying in the Par­ 
nell trial he was asko i tho names of the 
other spies besides him elf. 
Thoso nam s 
that wero asked for wore tho names of 
Irishmen in the employ of tho British gov­ 
ernm ent to inform upon their fellow- 
countrymen.

The death of John H. Vermilye, men­ 
tion of which was made in the Gezette 
on last Saturday, calls to mind some of 
the memorable contests in the city coun­ 
cil in early days, a reprint of which will 
be interesting to many of our people, as 
some who are now living were promi­ 
nent actors rn those contests. 
-One point, more prominent than any 
other in which Mr. Vermilye took a 
leading part, was 
the purchase of 
block 13 of 
the original village of 
Janesville, for a location of the high 
school building. This was a portion of 
the old village cemetery, and i,the bodies 
had to be removed to Oak Hill cemetery. 
There was much opposition to the pur­ 
chase, and to the location of the high 
school building Bt that point. Mr. Ver­ 
milye was one of the leading objectors^ 
he leading tho opposition in the city 
council. 
The council rf 1856-7 was composed of 


Borne of the ablest men in the city. Hon. 
John J . R. Pease was ma}or, and the fol­ 
lowing gentlemen were aldermen: 
First Ward—Josepb A. Bleeper,R. B. 
Treat, David Noggle—Judge 
Noggle 
soon resigned and was succeeded by 
John W. Hobson. 
Seoond Ward—A. O. Bates, James B. 
Crosby, S. C. Burnham, Sr.—Mr. Cros­ 
by resigned and was succeeded by E. L. 
Dimock; Mr. Dimock eoon removing 
from the ward was succeeded by James 
M. Burgess. 
Third ward—B. B. Eldredge, E . A. 
Howland, Lyman Smith. 
Fourth ward—J . B. Hume, 
Tbcs* 
Thornton, J . H. Vermilye. 
Hon.. I. C. Sloan was city attorney* 
and Thos. C. Sleeper was city marshal. 
Each ward had three aldermen—one 
elected for two years and one for en© 
year. 
The party favoring the purchase of 
block 13 was in the majority ic the 
above body, and bad steadily carried their 
points in the purchase of the property, 
adopting the plans and specifications fcr 
the new school building, awarding the 
contract for the removal of the dead to 
John W. Allen, the contract for building 
the high school to Carles Brown and A. 
M. Pratt, and ever}thing appeared to be 
moving along to the entire satisfaction 
of the majority until the night of the last 
meeting of the expiring council— April 
17th, 1857. At this meeting bonds were 
to be issued in the sum of $49,OGO for 
the high school building. Barely a 
quorum answerd to their names when 
City Clerk A. P. Prichard called the 
roll.'Aids. Vermilye, Hobson and Thorn­ 
ton took advantage of this and left the 
council room, Mayor Pe&Ee in the mean 
time perceiving their movements, order­ 
ed the gentlemen to remain. They paid 
no attention to the mayor, and once on* 
side of the room the council was without 
a quorum. Mayor Pease ordered the 
city marshal to go "out and secure the 
absentees. In a short tim o the marshal 
returned with Aids. Treat and Burgess 
in custody, Aids. Vermilye, Thornton 
and Hobson refusing to return. 
A quorum web "now secured, and the 
bonds were issued. Following the pass­ 
age of the bond ordinance, an exciting 
scene occurred. 
Ald. Bate j offered a preamble and resolu­ 
tion, reciting the cctions of Aids Vermilyet 
Thornton and Hobson, in refusing to 
obey the orders of the mayor, and expell­ 


in g tbose gentlemen from the ;council. 
The resolution was unanimously adopted, 
Messrs. Veimilye Thornton and Hob­ 
son, .bearing o f this summary action of 
the council, hastened back in order to 
save themselves if possible from disgrace 
but they were a moment too late. 
Jus1 
as they entered the room they heard 
Mayor Pease “The motion is adopted— 
the C onnell stands adjourned sine die. 
There was no help for them rn the 
council. 
Vexed 
at the position in 
which they had placed themselves, they 
gave expressions in language that was 
very plain if not polite, and it was not 
until Mayor Pease ordered the marshal 
to clear the room,that quiet was re­ 
stored. 
Mr. Vermilye wielded a great infiuence 
in the city, a mm of rare good judgment, 
and of positive convictions, Le had many 
friends who sided with him in his efforts 
to defeat the high school project.
